A large 
stockàdcXoHKeddar is built over 
an area bt^rM^^or four square 
miles and herdijfrom^ni^^ far 
ar driven IntT^thls^tocitader'' Here 
they are kept for a long period of 
time, during which the animals 
canhot get enough food and water 
and are always out in the sun. 

The animals are trained to haul 
logs through the jungle, stack them 
in piles' and to load them on trucks 
or ox-carts. 

The logs arc transported to the 
porta by carts, and trucks, but'most- 
ly by rafia which float down ..the 
rivers In the monsoon. 'These rafts 
are handled by one man each. AU 
the tools used by the natives in their 
tasks are made from material in 
thç jungle. 

. For a period of time, some Amerl 
can mechanized methods were em- 
ployed but after a while these were 
found too expensive. Highly skilled 
engineers had to be employed and 
paid a high wage; spare parts had 
to be imported from America. The 
elephant method sems slower, but 
the overhead la very^ much less. 
The workers did not get sick, 
and the elephants needed no spare 
parts.

to this policy, and she was forced 
to pay fees.

In a letter to the Manitoban, the 
official student publication, she 
stated that she had applied for 
the. scholarship before coming to 
Manitoba, and - had . received off I 
clal acceptance from, the registrar 
at Manitoba. She asserted that the 
registrar's office had "no right" to 
allow her to come to the university 
without full Investigation. 

The University of Manitoba 
Students Union in an attempt to 
clarify the situation made the fol- 
lowing statement.

Council also resolved that the 
three candidates in the election 
should be informed of this decision 
and asked to decide whether or not 
tlicy think there should be a new 
election. 

But last night. In a second mo- 
tion, the Council said that the mo- 
tion forbidding endorsement did 
not express the spirit of the dis- 
cussion around it. Some council- 
lors felt when they were voting in 
favour of last week's motion, they 
were voting only to keep Council- 
lors' names of pen sketches as- they 
appeared in The Daily. 

REPORT FROM BENOIT 
jUie request from candidate Be- 
noit stemmed from a letter sent 
opt by the campaign committee 
for.^opponcnt Bimbo Black the 
successful candidate in which the 
signatures of three members of the 
SEC-Julian Dutchinson of Com- 
merce; Ken Carruthcrs of Archi- 
tecture and Jim Caticr, President 
of the McGill Union along with 
those of five other prominent 
campus figures were typwritten 
as endorsing the letter. The letter 
wah said to have been sent to most 
members of tlic Commerce school. 

The full text of candidate Benblt's 
letter to the SEC follows: 

"I demand a study of the motion 
passed by the Student Council re- 
garding the endorsing of pen 
sketches by members of the Coun- 
cil. 

Precisely I would like to know 
whether or'fnotlj the v motion was 
legal and effective when my oppo-

"In the Interests of unbiased 
student elections; be It resolved 
that council members be pro- 
hibited from signing any en- 
dorsement for any candidate 
seeking a position on the council."

After a great deal of discussion 
both pro and con, council members 
madç reference to a motion passed 
February 15. 1050, forwarded by

'A' -comparison of the letter al- 
legedly sent to commerce students 
on behalf of candidate Black with 
the forgoing motion led councillors 
to agree that a violation was not 
made in respect to this particular 
motion becauss the letter could not 
correctly be called a pen sketch. 

However, in the light of the mo- 
tion passed Wednesday.

As Living Life of Riley-Wilson

The Major said that 
King Soloman used the teak wood 
from the Malabar forest for his 
temples.

mal. The pits arc filled part way 
up with grass and brush so that the 
elephant will not be hurt in the 
fall. 

Another method used in captur- 
ing elephants is the Keddar meth- 
od. This method, which takes five 
or sixwceks, is very much more 
harmful to the animal. A large 
stockade, or Keddar is built over 
an area of three or four square 
miles and herds from near and far 
ar driven Into this stockade. Here 
they arc kept for a long period of 
time, during which the animals 
canhot get enough food and water 
and are always out in the sun. 

The animals are trained to haul 
logs through the jungle, stack them 
in piles and to load them on trucks 
or ox-tarts. 

The logs are transported to the 
ports by carts, and trucks, but* most 
ly by rafts which float down the 
rivers in the monsoon. These rafts 
are handled by one man each. All 
the tools used by the natives in their 
tasks are made from material in 
the jungle. 

For a period of time, some Amcrl 
can mechanized methods were em 
ployed but after a while these were 
found too expensive. Highly skilled 
engineers had to be employed and 
paid a. high wage; spare parts had 
to be imported from America. The 
elephant method sems slower, but 
the overhead is very much less 
The workers did not get sick, 
and the elephants needed no spare 
parts. 



Will Remain 
In Korea — Austin 



Warren Austin yesterday warned 
Communist China that the United 
Nations would not bow to any 
mighty force in Korea. The chief 
United States delegate asked the 
U.N. to demand the withdrawal of 
the Chinese from Korea and to pass 
moral judgment against aggression 
anywhere in the world. 

Political Committee 
Speaking after the U.N. had voted 
dwn the Soviet Bloc to put Korean 
at the top of the agenda, U.S. de- 
legate Warren Austin said "If those 
who are challenging the United Na- 
tions believe that wo will give up 
our principles because they threaten 
US. with a mighty force, let them 
know that they are mistaken." The 
Committee's vote was 42 to 5 in 
was considered favour , of disrussing the Korean 
affair, despite a warning by - Soviet 



Representative Vlshlnsky that the 
action was "pouring oil on the fire' 
of impending third world war. 




In Washington, President Truman 
and Prime Minister Attlec arc re- 
ported to be near agreement on six- 
point program for weathering Com- 
munist aggression in Korea and 
elsewhere. 

While no details were made pub- 
lic, informed officials reported that 
they had already decided on five 
steps. A sixth, which involves a 
possible blockade of the Chinese 
Communist coast, was reported 
still -under dLtrusslon. 

British and United States marines 
and soldiers today began an escape 
drive, from Koto to the sea, down 
a road lined with Chinese Com- 
munist Troops.

Tomorrow night, after the swim- 
ming meet against Amherst, the 
1050 edition of the MeGIll water 
polo team will take on 'the crack 
New York Athletic Club squad. The 
affluent NYAC has been building 
its water polo team since 1048 with 
the hope that it will represent the 
U.S. in the coming Olympic games. 

The American invaders boast two 
194B Olympic players, three 1849 
American All-Stars, and one former 
member of Jhe SwissNational team. 
The pliiyêrs, most^t them am- 
bidextrous, can air swim. 100 yards 
in less than So'sèconds. 

Among the superlative swim- 
mers on the NYAC roster are 
such men as Louis Benta, who 
could give MrGlira.Merrow and 
jMlnglf « .om ,f or-,the|r..moneyJ[n . 
,tlie baekstiFpke^event, aiid AValtcr 
Schneider, who Is a sprinter and 
also an ace member of the water 
polo squad. 

Captain Ed. Jaworski is a Colum- 
bia graduate who saw infantry 
service overseas. He was an All- 
American at the Nationals in St. 
Louis. Ed is rated a good defense 
threat and an excellent ball- 
handler. Charlie Schroeder, a for- 
mer captain of the team, will be 
along too. The veteran star plays 
in the hole, is big, fast, and a crack 
shot. Olympic star Don Tlerney is 
a top goalie, but will play forward 
on this trip. 

The spirit of the McGill team Is 
high. They will give NYAC a 
vigorous, if futile, fight even though 
they feel that injury and Illness 
have disabled their attack. 

The NYAC game will serve to 
prepare the Red and White polo 
gladiators for their final game 
against Toronto on Athletics Night. 
The Intercollegiate series is for the 
Herschorn Trophy, emblematic of 
the, Intercollegiate title, and gives 
the winners the right to play in the 
Eastern Canadian playoffs.. 

Although Toronto seems out of 
reach being nine points ahead in 
the two game, total point series, the 
Hed and White will have the ad- 
vantage of being in their own pool. 
The team seems ready to jell, and 
if their attack shapes up, they will 
be hard to hold down.

McGiU's dual meet opener axainst 
Amherst may mark the beginning 
of a lean year for the Red Mèrmen. 
For the opening competition, the 
opposition Is Amherst College, this 
year "blessed" with one of the 
greatest swimming teams. Amhersts' 
recent victory over Springfield pla- 
ces them at the top of the New Eng- 
land schools, this year. The McGill 
squad, on the other hand is in the 
process of rebuilding. Its ranks 
were sadly thinned by the loss of 
several swimmers. 

The nucleus of the team is a pair 
of backstrokers and a breastroker. 
Adin Merrow and Peter Mingie 
have combined to capture every 
backstroke event in the last two 
years of McGill competition. Not 
a.jiingle setback, to ^ blemish the 
slate. Irwin Kopin's record is equal 
ly imposing; Kopin lost his opening 
dual meetrace for McGill, to tht 
Conn, breastroker, over two years 
ago. Last year at Conn, the Red 
Seahorse swam against his conquer- 
or of the previous year and defeat- 
ed him by a good distance. His 
only other loss swimming under the 
McGill colors came last year to Joe 
Verdeur of Lasalle. Verdeur hailed 
as the world's greatest swimmer, 
was the world record holder and 
Olympic gold' medal winner. 

Behind these three Coach Norm 
Ashton has 'only two commodities; 
hard work and team spirit. He has 
a number of freestylers who could 
turn out quite well after some stiff 
competitive work. 

Graham Rainbow is a promising 
sprint man, but doesn't look ready 
for Saturday night against Amherst. 
If he does -come through it will be 
nothing short of amazing, because 
of the terrific Amherst sprint stars. 
A win over such men as Keydel, 
Tate, Cabour, by Graham seems 
premature, 

Pete Issenman will bear the brunt 
of the team workhorse. He is slat- 
ed for the 220 and 440 yard tree- 
style events. He is a swimmer who 
needs a lot of work. As yet he 
hasn't had 11. These distances are 
important and strength in them is 
vital. His probably freestyle part- 
ner will be Peter Small. Pete is a 
smooth crawl man, but virtually un- 
tested as yet. His successful con- 
tribution could alter the weak free- 
style situation lor Coach Ashton. 

The remaining group Is of the 
grab bag variety. Nothing has 
shown too well in practice timings. 

Amherst U "loaded." Th> squad 
is the strongest In over a decade of 
top-flight teams. Their diver Wells 
is a superlative performer. His div- 
ing on Saturday will be the best In 
Montréal since George Athens' days 
at McGip.

Award of N F CVS Scholarship 
Creates Controversy in Manitoba

Winnipeg. Man. —(CUP)— The 
Board o( Governors of tl^è Unlver- 
(jlyj^oI^Manitoba has been termed 
^'nârr'ôw-mVnilcd and egotliitlc" by a 

University of British Columbia 
student attending ttic unlvcr;5lty on 
a NFCUS cxchanse acholardhlp. 
llirough these schalarshlps students 
may spend one : year at another 
Canadian , university without cost 
ot tuition. After Joyce Henderson 
arrival it was discovered that the 
U. of Manitoba docs not prescribe 
to this policy, and she was forced 
to pay fees. 

"No nif ht" , 
In a letter to the Manitoban, the 
official student publication, she 
slated that she had applied for 
the. scholarship before coming to 
Manitoba, and ^haid . received offi 
clal acceptance from the registrar 
at Manitoba. She bsscrtcd that the 
regU^^s^ohice^'had "no right" to 
aïimv'Rcrîo'c'omc to the university 
without full investigation. 

The University of Manitoba 
Students Union In an attempt to 
clarify ; the situation made the fol 
lowing statement.

"Miss Henderson's case Is indeed 
a complex one. There seems to have 
been misunderstanding at every 
stage of • her application's progress. 
Firstly, the local NFCUS committee 
at UBC should have pointed out to 
her that Manitoba will not accept 
exchange scholars, a fact which has 
been bruited about at. every con- 
ference and In aU|«irrespondence 
since the lnception9ot^{fîe' scholar- 
ship plan. . 

NFCUS Plan < ; 
•'Further,' even if the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba would accept the 
terms of the. NFÇUs' plan, It 
could not . have accepted Miss 
Henderson because UDC, her 
home Institution, Is In the same 
western region as thé University 
of Manitoba. ^ 
"It must be remembered that Iho 
scholarship plan stipulates inter 
regional exchange. This Initial neg- 
ligence at UBC cannot bo consider 
ed the fault of Miss Henderson. 

'Secondly, although the applica 
tion forms requested only an acade 
mlc approval of Miss Henderson's 
high qualifications as a NFCÙS 
scholar, in giving this approval on 
academic grounds only, otir rcgls< 
trar might have noted that the uni' 
vcrsity could not as well waive 
fees. .Miss Henderson received 
notice last Juno that her scholastic 
standards were acceptable (as thejr 
were) and not unjustifiably pro- 
ceeded on the assumption that she 
would be accepted under, the usual 
terms.

length of the passage. At intervals 
large light bulbs were suspended, 
presumably to aid the. construction 
workers in their task.

Dalhousie Re jects Sunday Sports;

Halifax, N.S. — (CUP) — Dr. A. 
E. Kerr, President of Dalhousie 
University, in a statement concern- 
ing student use of the University 
Rink stated that it woifld not be 
operated on Sundays. 

The whole question of Sunday 
skating was brought up at a Stu- 
dent Forum recently when the 
Forum approved by an overwhelm- 
ing majority a motion (rum the 
floor to the effect that the Students' 
Council should apprpach the Uni- 
versity tn sec if the rink could be 
opened on Sunday afternoon for 
free skating. An amendment to this 
motion, suggesting that free skating 
should be allowed at any time the 
rink was not in use, was also 
adopted by the Forum. 

Subsequently the Dalhousie Ga 
zette published a pro and con pre 
scntation of the Issue. This helped 
to crystalizc the matter and evoked 
a storm of controversy, most of it 



directed against the argument pre- 
sented by the advocate of "No skat- 
ing on Sunday." 

As a result of the controversy a 
representative ot the Students' 
Council met with Dr. Kerr to con- 
sider the matter. Dr. Kerr's state- 
ment was a direct result of this 
meeting, and sufficiently answered 
the<guestions raised at the meet- 
ing.
